Council Finance Committee 
Outlines Plan to Modernize 
Equipment of Both, 


$950,000 CENTRALSTATION 


$5,000,000 for Harbor; $250,000 for 
Beaches; $370,000 for De- 
tention Hospital. 


BOND ISSUES TOTAL $9,480,750 


The modernization of Chicago's 
and fire stations and an increase in the num- 
ber of these buildings were asked in the an- 
nual budget recommended to the city council 
yesterday by its committee on finance. 

Approximately $4,000,000 was asked in ap- 
propriations for this work. With these 
funds, it was asserted, the ramshackle, in- 
adequate, and insanitary structures of the 
present could be replaced by scientifically 
constructed buildings that not only would in- 
crease the efficiency of the two departments 
but would be a credit to the city. 

At the same time provision would be made 
for extending the branches of the protective 
forces of the city Into districts from which 
complaints constantly are coming. 

In brief, there was recommended the fol- 
lowing: 

Building nineteen new station houses 
including a Central station and one new 
precinct station for the police department. 

Building fifteen new houses for existing 
fire companies and houses for thirty-three 
companies to be established as they are 
needed.

That tor the fire department is $1,704,000. 
Upon the approval of the voter rests the 
carrying out of the plans laid down by the 
heads of the departments, with the approval 
of the fmance committee and Mayor Hart- 
som, who sat with it during its deliberations. 

These bond issues, together with others 
to be submitted as little ballot propositions 
at the April election, bring the total of these 
requests to $9,480,750. The other issues pro- 
posed are $5,000,000 to be authorized only 
if needed for harbor construction, $370,000 for 
a new home for the detention hospital and 
the extension of the municipal beth system, 
and $250,000 for the purchase of the riparian 
rights of private bething beach owners at 
Wiieon avenue and the establishment of a 
municipal beach at that point. 


Analysis of Outlay Made. 

The total of the issues raised a question be- 
fere the finance committee whether its size 
would not cause disapproval of all of them 
by the voters. The chief point mentioned 
was whether the police and fire bonds might 
not fall of approval because of a lack of in- 
formation about the manner in which the 
funds were to be expended. For that reason 
an analysis of the proposed outlay was made. 

It is not proposed, said Chairman Rich- 
ert of the finance committee, to spend all 
this money in 1012, 1913, or even in 1914. It 
ie not even proposed to issue the bonds until 
they are needed for the purpose for which 
they are asked. 

“Some of the fire stations might not be 
bullt for several years, as the increase in 
the number of men on the force might make 
the extension prohibitive becauge of this ex- 
pense. 

The program represents the needs of the 
departments to bring them up to the stand- 
ard which Chicago should maintain. There 
is almost reason to believe now that a pris- 
oner locked up in some of our police sta- 
tions could bring action against the city for 
damages to his health. Chief Steward told 
us last year that some night a man would 
roll off his couch and be drowned unless con- 
ditions were improved. 

“Both the police stations, with their in- 
sanitary cell rooms, and the fire stations 
with their patched .up walls and roofs, their 
inganitary sleeping quarters, are a disgrace 
to Chicago.” 

$950,000 for Central Station. 

The largest item on the police list is 6380. 
000 for a site and $600,000 for a building for 
a central station. The site is to be chosen 
somewhere in the district bounded by Fifth 
avenue, State street, Monroe, and Van 
Buren streets. This would be made the gen- 
eral administration building of the depart- 
ment and would house the offices now in 
the city hal, the detéctive bureau now on 
La Salle street, and the bureau of identifi- 
cation now at the South Clark street station. 
Tt also would contain a modern jail and 
branches of the Municipal court. 

The second big item ts that of $150,000 for 
the site and house of the old Harrison street 
station, now on South Clark street. This it 
is proposed to establish near Polk and Dear- 
born streets. The new station recommended 
is to be built at a cost of $12,000 in Hege- 
Wisch, a section of the city that for years 
has been growing rapidiy, but hes been 
left without adequate police protection. 
New Stations Asked For. 

New stations for several large division and 
district headquarters, it is estimated, will 
cost $70,000 to construct.

TELLS EVIL OF SLUMS.

Weshington, D. C., Dee. 28.—[ Special. }— 
Jame Addams believes thé people of Chicago 
are not without their are of responsibility 
for the recent murder of Fred Gueizow, the 
buckster, by the Polish youths who are 
awaiting hanging for their crime. 

These murderers were produced by the in- 
fluences of Chicago slums, for the existence 
of which the city is responsible, the head 
of Hull houge declared this evening in an 
address before the American Sociohkgical 
society on ‘ Recreation as a Public Func- 
tion.*’ 

An audience that jammed a hall in the 
Raleigh hotel to the doors heard her describe 
the development of small parks and play- 
grounds in Chicago, which she said has 
decreased crime and is destined to regenerate 
the people of the tenementa 

“The development of social intercourse 
ought to be one of the aims and functions 
of the city.“ sald Miss Addams. In the 
crowded tenement, the crowded apartment 
house or hotel you find the least social in- 
tercourse, ordinarily, 


Plea for Humanizing Agencies. 

In crowded tenement districts you find 
the influence of social intercourse often so 
hacking that men grow up in actual savagery. 
Only within the last few weeks Chicago has 
been greatly shocked by a murder com- 
mitted by aix Poles. It transpired that theso 
young murderers had been reared in one of 
the worst crowded sections of the city where 
they were cut off from all the humanizing 
agencies of which Chicago offers a consider- 
able number. It te the duty of the city to 
provide humanizing agencies to develop 
social intercourse, and uniess it undertakes 
to perform this public function it must pay 
the price of ite neglect.” 

Miss Addams sald she had lived most of 
her life in a Chicago ward represented by 
a man regarded as one of the most corrupt 
members of the city council,” and she mar- 
veled at his hold on his constituents.

Yale Professor Attacks Idle Rich as a 
Body of Parasites Which Preys on 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Declaring the “ parasitic rich in America 
must be controlled before the advance of 
pocialism and anarchy can be checked, Prof. 
Henry W. Farnam of Yale, president of the 
American Deonomle society, today an- 
nounced himself in favor of a scientific in- 
vestigation into the remarkable class that 
has instituted monkey dinners in Newport 
and all-night snake dances in New York. 

In an address before the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science now 
in session here Prof. Farnam today said: 

It is a matter of common observation 
that wealthy families in our country often 
contain a number of parasitic members— 
members who derive a large income from so- 
elety without rendering any appreciable eco- 
nomic or public service in return. 

These general and obvious facts need, 
however, to be examined historically and 
statistically in order to enable us to judge 
correctly of the reaction of prosperity on 
the human mind. 

Many of this class walk our streets, elo- 
quent, but unconscious arguments for social- 
ism, terrible examples for the moralist, iving 
texts for sermons, rich material for these

FIRES BED; DIES 


Stewart E. Barrell Dropped a 


Cigaret; Powerless to Move 
Legs and Body. 


TOBACCO SOLACED HOURS. 


: The death of Stewart E. Barrell, which oc- 

curred Wednesday afternoon, was brought 
about in part by shock caused by burns 
which he received while attempting to put 
outa fire in his bed Friday night. 

r. Barrell had been for ten years a suffer- 
er from locomotor ataxia. For a long time 
prior to his death he had been practically 
helpless and had spent much of his days in 
bed. On Friday he tried to light a cigaret. 
The match and the cigaret slipped from his 
fingers. 

Mr. Barrell had smoked at night for five 
years. He was unable to sleep unless he 
took a narcotic. Smoking was his one 
amusement and solace. Whenever the long 
hours grew wearisome he would light a cig- 
aret. This operation was a difficult one for 
him. He had lost the use of his lower 
limbs years before and was fast losing con- 
trol of his hands and arms. 


Drops Cigaret; Fires Bedding. 

According to the story he told his brother 
after his accident, he had taken a cigaret 
about midnight. In lighting it he had let 
it tall from his lips. The burning match 
slipped from his fingers, and both match,and 
cigaret had fallen in the midst of a tray 
of matches placed beside him on the bed. 

‘The matches blazed up. The flames spread 
to the bed coverings, and Barrell found him- 
self lying powerless in the midst of the 
fire. He shouted feebly for help. His arms 
and hands were almost useless in his efforts 
to beat out the fire. ; 

His cries roused Mrs. Barrell and the 
nurse—they had been sleeping in an adjoin- 
ing room—and together they managed to 
drag Mr. Barrell from the bed. The flames 
were extinguished quickly by the servants. 
Mr. Barrell was in great pain. ä 

A doctor was summoned and Mr. Barreil's 
injuries were dressed. He never recovered 
from the shock. 

Brother Tells of Accident. 

“My brother was a great smoker,” said 
Finley Barrell. “ He had been Ill since 1898, 
and for the last five years has had to lie flat 
on his back in bed—helpless. He was para- 
lyzed to such an extent that he could barely 
feed himself. Time hung heavy on his hands, 
and he used to occupy his mind by smoking. 
The habit grew and grew upon him. 

“His health was becoming poorer and 
poorer—it was just a question of weeks when 
he would die, but, of course, the fire was a 
terrible shock to him.”

Inspector Wheeler, Capt. Harding, and 
Lieutenants Enright, Prim, and Keleher, the 
accused men, yesterday listened to threc 
new witnesses who corroborated former 
statements of William Todd, negro investi- 
gator for the commission. These witnesses 
swore that lawless saloons sold drinks after 
hours and were frequented by unescorted 
women, that gambling was allowed in many 
places, that resorts sold liquor at all hours, 
and that dives where whites and blacks 
danced and drank together were tolerated oy 
the police. 

Goes to Protected Places.“ 

The chief witness of the day was Welter 
Bobo, another negro investigator. Under 
cross examination by Patrick H. O' Donne. 
attorney for Lieut. Prim, the witness admit- 
ted with reluctance he had been a gambler 
for several years. 

Now as a matter of fact, you kept a close 
watch on the police during the last year so 
you wouldn't be arrested for gambling?” 
asked Attorney O'Donnell. 

„Well, I always went around places that 
Was protected pretty well.“ 

“T want you to name those places—name 
every one of them that you sax were pro- 
tected.”’ 

“ Well, there was Policy Sam’s place at 
2008 Armour avenue.“ 

On direct examination the witness said 
he went into Ben Scott's gambling place at 
3088 Dearborn street and spoke about not 
wanting to get pinched if he gambied. 
He said Scott told m: That's all right; 
go ahead.“ 

Hears Police Tip Off Raid. 

He said he was in a saloon at the northwest 
corner of Dearborn and Twenty-ninth streets 
on Oct. 24, and saw Policeman No. 921 enter 
the place with another officer and have 
drinks. He asserted they told the proprietor 
of the place to look out, for the gambling 
equad was liable to be around any minute. 
Officer Cody, he said, shook poker dice in 
this place while he was there. 

“ Officer 921,“ the witness continued. was 
the man thet raided Policy Sam's place, but 
was ‘squared away’ by Officers Cody and 
McFadden.” 

Charles Price, 3647 A r avenue, testi- 
fied that a number of ne saloons had sold 
liquor after hours, and that he had seen 
gambling in the places. The witness ad- 
mitted he had been staying away from the 
Saloons and gambling houses for several 
months because he heard the police were 
watching closely now and feared arrest. 


Baer Kept on Foree. 
Capt. Bernard P. Baer escaped discharge 
as the result of his trial for neglect of duty 
and inefficiency, but he will be transferred 
from the East Chicago avenue station. This 
was announced in the evening by Mayor Har- 
rison, following his receipt of the recommen- 
dations from the civil service commission. 
Chief McWeeny said he probably would an- 
nounce Baer s new post today, after a con- 
ference with the mayvr. 

The mayor's action follows the euggestion 
of his commission, which tried Baer with 
Inspector Revere and Lieut. Hanley. Revere 
was ordered discharged and Hanley was ex- 
onerated.. The fact that Baer had been in 
the district only a short time was the chief 
factor which prevented his discharge from 
the force, according to the commission's re- 
port.

Harding Declares Ohio Safe for Chief

Washington. D. C., Dec. 28.—[Special.}— 
President Taft proposes to counteract, if 
possible, the invasion of Ohio by Senator 
La Foliettea Kt was announced at the White 


House today that the president intends to 


speak at Cleveland on Jan. 20, at Columbus 
om the 30th, and at Akron on the ist. The 
president also is considering the delivery of 
a speech in another Ohio city. 

It is claimed at the White House that the 
president's proposed trip was not decided 
upon because of any belief that the move- 
ment for Mr. La Follette or the movement 
for Col. Theodore Roosevelt was causing any 
loses of Taft strength. All the reports the 
president has received are of an optimistic 
character, and he is confident Ohio will 
stand behind him in dispatching a united 
delegation to the Republican convention. 

It is ficant, however, that the presst 
dent thinks it necessary to go to the Buck- 
‘eye state, and that to do «o he has post- 
poned the annual dinner to the members of 
the Supreme court of the United States. 

The announcement of the president's plan 
followed a conference today between the 
chief executive and Warren G. Harding, 
who, afte> the talk with Taft, declared Ohio 
safe.

The annual convention of the sunworship- 
ing Mazdaznan cult, now in a two weeks’ 
session in Chicago, turned to social pleasures 
last night. 

The cult members were given a banquet, 
followed by a sacred dance at the palatial 
terrestrial temple of Mother Julla.“ The 
so-called “ terrestrial temple ’’ is the home 
of Louis A. Kuehmsted, 2748 Hampton 
court, and Mr. and Mrs. Kuehmsted were 
the host and hostess of the evening. 

The banquet, which was wholly vege- 
tarian, consisting of several courses of 
fruits, nuts, and vagetables, was attended 
only by the adult members of the cult. 

The Little Master,“ Ottoman Zar-Adusht 
Hanish, who on Jan. 4 will be asked to ex- 
plain the tenets of his religious philosophy 
before the Juvenile court, presided.

The, presentation of the preliminary draft 
brought forth a storm of protest and resulted in 
the circulation of a petition stigmatizing some 
of the proposed changes as “ undemocratic and 
unjust.” 

Several women influential in the partior offi- 
cial boards of the club are responsible for the 
petition which particularly calls attention to a 
seemingly innocent stipulation that, if ratified, 
will confine the privilege of office holding to the 
women of the households of those senators and 
representatives who are currently serving in 
congress. According to current gossip the 
Joker was discovered by Miss Wood, a sister 
to Representative Ira Wood of New Jersey. Miss 
Waoed, who is one of the charter members of 
the club and an officer from its inception, was 
among those defeated at the turbulent election 
which followed the reassembling of congress 
last spring. 

Refusing to support a movement which will 
deprive more than 100 out of a membership of 
250 persons of active participation in the direc- 
tion of the club’s destinies, the opponents of 
the measure are busily counting noses to accom- 
plish its rejection at the meeting to be called

Or for thoge who, 
like myself, believe in light and simple break- 
fasts, the original recipe will come in well 
for the family luncheon, the day after the fam- 
ily has had roast 7 for dinner. 


8 Bread Recipe 

„Here is the recipe for the “ten I promised. 
First, don’t use poor flour. Economize with 
something else, but not with poor flour. For 
seven large loaves of bread I use three quarts 
of potato water and a cup of boiled potat 
mashed very fine; three tablespoonfuls of g 
lard, scant cup of sugar, two ‘tablespoonfuls 
1 salt, one cake of compressed yeast, one cake 
of yeast foam. Soak the yeast foam half an 
hour before soaking the compressed yeast cake 
in g half cup of luke warm water with a table- 
spoonful of sugar and one pint of milk. I set 
my bread at night. Put yeast, potatoes, and 
everything into liquid. Have everything luke 
warm, then get flour. I do not measure, but 
work into the liquid in a large bread pan with 
a cover, until it is like a rubber ball. One 
good kneading is all I give right in the pan. 
Rub butter on top to keep from crusting, cover 
and keep in a warm place. In the morning 
flour the .bread board, knead loaves and put 
into pans. This bread may be baked with your 
breakfast fire and you will not have it hanging 
around all day. I can vouch for this bread 
that it will not dry up. JOHANNA D.“ 

We have had a run of late upon recipes for 
home made bread and yeast. I hail it as a 
token of a growing and wholesome taste for 
the honest, sweet, and nutritious domestic loaf 
and a fall in the market for sawdusty; 
“gkimped” loaves, made under ground, and 
amid conditions that appall those of us who 
have gathered facts concerning city bakeries 
which are the reverse of appetizing.

~ Beef Parties. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON, 


HAT is a beef party? 

of women—from ten to twenty-five— 

paying an hour’s visit to the best 

butcher they know and allowing him 

to entertain them, very highly in- 

deed, by cutting up a beef creature and ex- 

plaining to them the different cuts. Any first 

class butcher will be glad to do this, because 
he welcomes intelligent customers. 

How many women have any idea about the 

difference between two sides of beef, any cut, 

from one of which they must pay 10 cents 


a pound more for than for a similar cut from 


There are a few butchers who 
will strip a No. 1 tenderloin, but there are 
women who do not know that there are also 
No. 2 and No, 3 tenderloins, and that they 
can get less than a whole of one of these. 

In reference to the ‘ribs alone we may 
soon be all at sea if we try to understand 
the different cuts as differently described. 
For instante, the seven rib cut is now ac- 
counted the rib roast, if it is used whole as 
it is by hotels and restaurants. If it is cut 
into the three parts, for small families, the 
three ribs.next the loin are called the short 
rib roast. The next two are called the cen- 
ter cut and the next two the chuck ribs, 
Next to this is the chuck piece, which is un- 
doubtedly the best piece of beef for pot 
rqasts and boiling. This.chuck piece has in 
it bones which in anatomy are called ribs, 
five of them. 

In the first division of a side of. beef butch- 
ers do not agree in the cutting. In Boston 
they leave four ribs on the hind quarter; in 
Chicago but one. Of course, most women 
buyers have no need of knowing about hind 
quarter and fore quarter, and yet such in- 
formation will do them no harm, and if one 
knows how to take care of the different parts 
it is economical to buy in this way. 

Another thing that I believe is perplexing 
to an amateur cook are the short ribs of beef 
that go with bréwned potatoes—an econom- 
ical dish. These are something quite diferent 
from the short rib roast. They are the three 
or four inches cut from the tip ends of the 
seven rib cut, They are usually -boiled and 
then browned in the oven, but there is anoth- 
er notion for them.

A SOLDIER ON PENSIONS. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 21.—[Editor of The 
Trivune.}]—I write to ask Tue TRIBUNE 
editor to give Jennie H. Kerr's letter in the 
issue of Dec. 12 a rereading, It is worthy 
of it. For more than thirty years after the 
war a widow's pension was only $8. Until 


‘a few years ago widows pensioned under the 


law of 1800 received only §8. Now they get 
$12, the same as widows whose husbands 
were killed or died fromm disease during the 
war. Without a thought or a word against 
the vast agitation for an increase of soldier 
pensions, I have long been ashamed of the 
cant efforts to secure adequate pensions for 
women who lost their husbands in the war, 
or Who have shared the trials and hardships 
of the men they married within a reasonable 
time after the war. 

The striking picture Mrs. Kerr draws of the 
service rerformed by the wives and widows 
of soldiers when their husbands were loyalty 
seconding President Lincoln s efforts to save 
a nation is not overdrawn. Such women de- 
serve as well at the hands of the redeemed 
republic as the soldiers themselves. 

If they had deen voters, Mke their hero 
husbands, I am much inclined to believe 
that their penstoris would have been as gen- 
erous as their husbands' would have been 
had they lived to return—as generous as 
those given to the more fortunate comrades 
of the husband who gave their last and most 
precious gift that future generations might 
have such a country as this to hive in.

BELITTLING WASHINGTON. 

Chicago, Dec. 26.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. It seems as if Chartes Francis Adams 
could have spent his declining years better 
than in trying to decrease the reputation of 
the great man whose genius alone has made 
this country possible. His criticisms will 
carry little weight. The student of military 
affairs Mul hardly believe that Washing 
ton failed to comprehend those principles 
of strategy which Charles Francis Adams 
s0 easily masters, nor will they accept as 
conclusive opinion given by Lafayette, whose 
military distinction comes from his service 
under , Washington. Nor will he make out 
a case by catalogufhg the mistakes of the 
winner of the revolutionary war. 

It is not claimed by any one that Wash- 
ington was the equal of Napoleon in military 
genius, or Howe the equal of Wellington, 
and yet it is doubtful whether the campaign 
of 1777 contains more blunders on both sides 
than were made by Napoleon and Welling- 
ton in the campaign of: Waterloo. Wash- 
ington had not the military genius of Na- 
poleon, nor the eloquence. of Demosthenes. 
He lacked the executive ability of Hamil- 
ton and the political insight of Jefferson. 
His was not the astute diplomacy of Talley- 
rand, nor the romantic fire of Garibaldi. 
But in the combination of great qualities, he 
exceeded all of these and all others. He 
alone of ali men in history was equa! to 
every strain upon intellect and character.
